THE CHOLERA. 



New York Takes Stringent MeaBures- 
Proposals to Semi liack 
Cholera Ships. 



Hamburg: Doing Her Utmost to Stay 
the Plague— Spain Puts on 
Quarantine. 



Canada Must in Self-defence Adopt 
tire Same Quarantine Precau- 
tions as the U. S. 



Hamburg, Sept. G. — Cholera reports from 
hero have been exaggerated beyond a doubt, 
but the situation is nevertheless serious. 
Authentic and reliable statistics ure hardly 
obtainable. There is, however, no doubt 
that the authorities, to-day, reported to tho 
hospital 449 patients, and that tho deaths 
have numbered 158. Besides tlieso many 
are under treatment at tho present time at 
private residences and many funerals 
tuko place that are never reported 
to the authorities. From all that 
can bo learned there are about 
500 new eases daily, and over 200 deaths. 
Most of the bodies are buried in trenches 
at Ohlsdorf cemetery, which is six miles out 
of town. Both hospitals are full, and Hu- 
morous barracks ure being utilized to re- 
lievo the regular hospitals. Hamburg was 
in no way prepared tor what appeared in- 
evitable, and suffered in consequence, Tho 
sick are conveyed to the hospital in 
coaches, with seats turned over, while tho 
dead aro transported in old furnituro 
vans and bakers' wagons. The whole 
matter of transportation is in the hands 
of the cholera commission of the senate and 
the police, although there nro also private 
citizens who are attending to the disinfect- 
ing of bouses where cholera cases have oc- 
curred, the local authorities having declared 
their inability to do this. Over a dozen 
gymnasiums have been converted into dis- 
infecting establishments. Tho bedding of 
tho cholera patients is burned in the fields 
around the city. Noticed aro posted on 
all street corners, warning the public 
against the use of unboiled water, the 
supply of which is obtained from the river 
Elbe, into which tho sewers ure emptied. 
Till recently moat cases occurred among the 
poorer classes, but now the wealthy are 
attacked and the suburbs are especially 
alllicted. All the summer resorts on the 
Baltic and North Sea, and many other 
places near Hamburg an 1 in the interior of 
Germany, absolutely refuse to take people 
from Hamburg. All stocks are down on 
the exchange and business is nt a standstill. 

London, Sept. 6. — A dispatch to tho 
Standard from Hamburg : Epidemic 

shows signs of abatement la Monday 
there were 003 fresh ense'i - -.'ID deaths, 
the victims being mostly females. On the 
same day , r >10 burials took place. Dcatns 
in prisons and lunatic asylums are dispro- 
portionately numerous. The various banks 
have resolved to prolong the payment of 
bills now due till October. The loss to 
business through the epidemic is estimated 
at 200 million marks. Numerous prayer 
meetings are being held in various districts

Madrid, Sept. G. — In consequence of the 
cholera in tho harbor of New York, it has 
been ordered that all persons arriving from 
New York Bliull bo placed under three days' 
observation. 

NEW York, Sept. C. — Dock Commissioner 
Cram said to-day: "These cholera ships 
should be at otico sent back to where they 
conio from. Germany won't allow vessels 
from infected ports to enter her har- 
bors, and soveral English ports havo 
refuted to allow vessels from iufoeted 
ports to remain. Immigrants were de- 
liberately shipped to this country from 
Hamburg, eoiiio of them from Russia, too, 
when the cholera was prevalent in Ham- 
burg, and when tho fact was known. I 
have no sympathy with a. steamship com- 
pany capable of this. When tho Bohemia 
left Hamburg there were three or four 
hundred cases of cholera in that city." 

To lessen the danger from cholera that 
might bo caused by attempts to board the 
plugtie ships in the lower bay, or to lund on 
the islands, two ocean tugs, having on 
board seven policemen in charge of a ser- 
geant, steamed iu a circle around the three 
infected ships Ust night. All the police- 
men, with the exception of tho sergeant, 
worn picked from the police boat patrol 
squad, which, to a man, volunteered for 
duty. 

Tho Hoard of Health of New York seri- 
ously proposes establishing a ten days' 
quarantine on its own hook, no vessels to 
be permitted to land in New York until ten 
days after the last cuso breaks out on 
board. "While Secretary Foster is here," 
Mayor G.-iint said, "it might be well for 
him to enquire into the question of wdio 
is responsible for bringing tho cholera 
into this port. It might prove a nice 
international question for diplomats. 
Here are two cholera ships without con- 
sular certificates. Certificates were refused 
hy the American consul at Hamburg. What 
right, then, havo these ships in our Ameri- 
can ports ? In case of a widespread loss of 
life and property, which follows tho intro- 
duction of a pestilence, who is liable': 
Somebody ought to be." It is reported 
thub some of tho Rugia's firemen tried to 
escape from that steamer and were caught 
and put in irons. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, Sept. 0. — " Not a 
single case of cholera exists to day within 
the boundaries of the Unitnd States, as far 
as the government oflicials at Washington 
havo any advice, anil if our efforts avail," 
said Acting-Secretary Spaulding, "not a 
case will occur within our borders." Every 
effort is being put forth and every sugges- 
tion receives at leastrespectful consideration. 

Montreal, Sept. 0. — Tho Star's special 
cable says: London, Sept. 0. — Sir Charles 
Tupper, High Commissioner for Canada, 
acting ou an order received from Ottawa, 
has advised the consul at Dieppe, and all 
concerned, that Canada is determined to im- 
pose the same quarantine as the U.S. against 
all emigrants except Scandinavian and 
British. All other emigrant business is sus- 
pended, although in view of a number of 
German and other emigrants waiting to pro- 
ceed to Canada it. is thought a special 
steamer might be sent to Quebec prepared 
to undergo quarantine. 

SIR JOHN THOMPSON. 

An Opinion us to Ills Attitude Towards the 
Premiership. 

TORONTO, Sept. G. — The World in an 
editorial on tho Premiership, says : " As 
far as we can gather from the information 
at our disposal, wo should say Sir John 
Thompson would prefer remaining second 
in command until the Manitoba school 
question is out of the way. That question, 
wo know, will be settled by the House at 
its next session by a vindication of Mani- 
toba's contention and the late decision of 
the Privy Council If tbu Hierarchy, how- 
ever, see fit, notwithstanding the certainty 
of how the decision will go to press their 
views, Sir John Thompson will bo very 
loth to take olliee, though should any reason 
arise, on account of which a new leader is 
required, he would not hesitate to step into 
tho breach, no matter what the consequence 
might be."

Reprehensible Theatrical Fake- 
Fully Alive to tlio Danger of 
the Cholera Contagion. 



Ho More Hebrew Immigrants to Come 
to Canada This Year— Chinese 
Release. 



(Spoclal to the Colonist.) 

Montreal, Sept. 6.— Tho White Squad- 
ron was performed here by a New York 
opera troupe. In it there is a congress of 
admirals representing all rations. When 
the American Admiral, with a squad bear- 
ing tho stars and stripes, appeared, the 
audience in the gallery hissed him, and 
when he appeared before the curtain with 
the other actors to acknowledge tho 
applause missiles were thrown at him. The 
"stars and stripes displayed with other Hags 
in front of the theatre wero pulled down 
and destroyed. Tho hauling down of the 
(lag is stated to havo been a fake concocted 
by the manager of the " White Squadron " 
company. Detective Crosse, who is work- 
ing up the case on behalf of the proprietor 
c f the theatre, states that he has an affidavit 
from one man saying; bu was paid to haul 
down the (lag. 

Local post odiee authorities are fully alive 
to the danger of infection reaching here 
through the mails, and have arranged to 
have all tho French mails which arrive here 
via New York fumigated. If necessary, the 
English mails will be also fumigated. The 
order requiring the steamship Thorndale to 
return to Quarantine has been revoked, she 
having obtained tho required papers. The 
Provincial Hoard of Health has adopted 
regulations prohibiting immigrants or tneir 
effects from coming into the province ; also 
the landing of boats from cholera infected 
districts, or boats on which cholcryi has 
broken out. The president of the Hebrew 
Benevolent Society has received a letter 
from the secretary of the Russo- Jewish com- 
mittee of London, England, stating that no 
more Jewish emigrants will bo sent to 
Canada this year. 

The Chinese who wero placed under ar- 
rest on charge of having smuggled opium in 
their rooms, were released to day.

London, Sept. 5. — A Berlin correspond- 
ent says he believes Chancellor Von 
Caprivi will introduce a military bill in 
Parliament early in LS'J.'i to raise the sum of 
70,000,000 marks, required for the army, 
by increased taxation on beer and tobacco. 
Tho Chancellor will not venture to usk for a 
state monopoly of these articles, bu!, will 
raise the import duties on them and will 
forbid the domestic cultivation of tobacco. 
If such an action is taken by tho Govern- 
ment, it will provoke serious opposition 
on the part of small farmers in Southern 
Germany. 

Tin Works Cloud, 

Worcester, Eng , Sept. li, — Tho Upper 
Forest Tin Plato Company, near Swansea, 
has announced the intention of closing its 
works. This' will result in throwing '2,000 
bunds out of employment. Owing to tho 
tleep distress prevailing among hundreds of 
families in this section, through means of a 
livelihood being cut off, a relief fund has 
been opened unit measures have been adopted 
to assist tho impoverished people. 

Egyptian Cotton <:rop. 

Alexandria, Sept. 16,— For tho year 
ending Sept, 1, Egypt's cotton crop amounts 
to 4,270,000 cwt,, tho yield being 15 per 



cent, over that of the preceding year, 
which is the highest record. Next season 
ib is expected to fully equal this, but the 
market value of cotton is so low that there 
ia little profit to cultivators. Tweuty-fonr 
thousand bales havo been exported to 
America. 

Irish Itutter In Portugal. 

London, Sept. 5.— The Lisbon corre- 
spondent of tho Times says : Sir George 
Peter, British Minister to Portugal, bus 
addressed two protests to the Government 
against tho customs oflicials' imposition of 
the high oleomargerine tariff upon Irish 
butter, on the ground that analysis proved 
it impure ufter the Portuguese consul at 
Cork had analyzed and certified it to be 
pure. The collection of this tariff practi- 
cally steps the importation of Irish butter, 
and allows French butter to flood the 
market. The export of Irish butter to Por- 
tugal formerly amounted in value lo 
£100,000 yearly.

As Laid Before tha Government by 
President Hull of the Board 
of Trade. 



])isensHion of Ways and Means for 
Giving a Suitable Reception to 
the Victoria. 



I'reaiJcnt Hull presided at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Council of the 15. C. 
Board of Tiade, held yesterday morning, 
thera being present Messrs. A. C. Fluiner- 
felt, H. F. Heisternian, W. F. Bullen, T. 
R. Smith, C. E. Renouf, Col. Prior, Henry 
Croft, E. A. McQuado, and A. B. Cray. 

The president laid the following corres- 
pondence before the Hoard : 

Victoria, Aug. 31, 1892. 
Thou II. Hull. Esq., President British Colum- 
bia Hoard of Trade, Victoria : 
De.vr Sin:— By direction of the British Col- 
ombian Seniors Association, 1 bt'g to inform 
you of the unwarrantable seizures of three of 
the Victoria s aline (loet by the Russian au- 
thorities, at a distance of 'M or 40 miles from 
Copper Island, in that portion of tlio Paciflo 
ocean known as the Western Bchrlng Sea. 
Tlio crows of the seized vessels, comprising the 
schooners Ariel, Willio McGownn, and Kosie 
Olson, arrived here on August 30 by t ho Amer- 
ican ship Majestic, and advise that the vessels 
whilst ongagtd in sealing oti' tho Asia 1 ic coast, 
and at a distance of ;)0 or 10 miles from the 
nearest land (Copper or Medui island), were 
seized by the Russian authorities. Two 
schooners vyoro scir.cd by the !t;i5.-,i.in cruiser 
Zabiaka, and one by the Russian Fur Com- 
pany's steamer Kotio for sealing in Russian 
waters ; they wero lowed to I'etropauluvski, 
tho vessels looted by the crew of the Russian 
cruiser, and the schooners' crews wero put 
ashore without shelter and nearly starved. 
Bu*. for the opportune sailing of the ship Ma- 
jestic (which vessel had just finished discharg- 
ing her cargo at Potropaulovski) the men 
would most probably have perished before as- 
sistance could have been rendered them. 

The captains of t he schooners vverecompollod, 
nndcr throats of being sent to the unties, to 
sign a document written in Russian, acknow- 
ledging that they hud been Illegally sealing in 
Russian waters. Tho captains requested tlio 
commander of tho Russian cruiser to sign a 
protest that they had prepared, but were 
driven away at the point of tho bayonet. 

I submit these faots with a view to your 
Hoard tnking tho matter up on our behalf, and 
hog you to place t he same before the authori- 
ties at Ottawa, with a reciuest that they urge 
the Imperial Government to tako immediate 
and decided action to prevent any further 
harm being done to us by the Russian Govern 
ment whilst our vessels are engaged in a 
legitimate occupation on the high seas. 1 also 
bog yon to request tho Imperial Government 
(through tho Dominion authorities! to demand 
the restitution of our vessels and property, of 
which we have boen unlawfully deprived. 

In addition to the seizures already reported, 
it is probable that other schooners have also 
been seized, as thi re are forty vessels from this 
port lljlng the British flag, now engaged in 
sealing oil' tho Asiatic coast in the neighbor- 
hood of the recent seizures. The Russian 
cruiser left Pctropaulovskl with the evident 
intention of making further seizures, the com- 
mander having declared that he would seize all 
vessels found sealing within one thousand 
miles of tho Russian seal islands. I would, 
therefore, ask you to respectfully request that 
a war vessel be sent to that locality to prevent 
further-outrages, and rescue any distressed 
mariners found there.— I am, dear sir, yours 
truly, John G. Cox.

Telegram to Sir John Caldwell Abbott: — 

Victoria, Aug. 31, 1S'J2. 
American bark Majestic arrived here yester- 
day from Petropaulovski, bringing 1 9 whites 
and Indians, crews of three Victoria settlors, 
seized in open soi, SO miles from land, off Cop- 
per Island. Two schooners seized by Russian 
cruisers, tho other by Commercial Company's 
steamer Kotic. Schooners towed to Petro- 
pnulovski. Crews state they were landed and 
left on beach without shelter, lining allowed 
six cents per day for food, and half clothed, 
clothing having ben looted by Russian cruiser. 
Russian captain informed them he would seize 
all schooners whether sealing within one or 
ono thousand miles from Copper Island, and 
started out with intention of ho doing. Affi- 
davits written in Russian, vorbally translated 
into English, stating that they wero sealing in 
Russian waters, were signed by sealing cap- 
tains under protest, when threatened with 
banishment tu Siberian mines. Board strongly 
protect nguinst seizures, and requests that im- 
mediate stops be taken for relief of crows of 
other schooners now se ding in Asiatic wators 
and liable to similar treatment. Winter ap- 
proaching, and men, if not rescued, will pro- 
bably perish.

On motion, tho action ot the president was 
eonfirmed. 

The President drew the attention of the 
members of the Council to tho fact that tlio 
Victoria, the first of the regular Northern 
Pacific liners from the Orient, was expected 
here in about two weeks time. He said it 
had been suggested that something should 
be done by the citizens to show their appre- 
ciation of the company's action in naming 
their pioneer Btcamer after the city of Vic- 
toria. 

A general discussion followed, all present 
agreeing with the suggestion. The secretary 
was finally instructed to communicate with 
the Mayor and Council, asking them to cir- 
culate a subscription list to raise money for 
the purpose of giving a suitable reception. 

"SMALLPOX AT THE JUBILEE." 

To the Editor :— Having read the let- 
ter of "Mcteorgune" in yesterday's issue of 
the Colonist, on the above subject, and as 
I am a recently discharged patient, I should 
like, while endorsing his statements as to 
the treatment, etc., to add a few words to 
what ho has said. While the female nurses 
have not received, by any means, undue 
praise, I also think that the male attend- 
ants should not bo forgotten. As the ma- 
jority of the patients were males, naturally 
a great part of the most disagreeable duties 
devolved upon the male nurses, who be- 
haved nobly. I would particularly men- 
tion Mr. lJasler, whose conduct was be- 
yond all praise. Besides lieint' willing, his 
experience and practical knowledge make 
him an invaluable nurse. As I was the pa- 
tient who jumped into the sea at Albert 
Head, and sustained injuries, particularly 
to my foet, which required constant and 
careful uttention, I may say that I am in- 
debted in no small measure to Dr. 
Richardson, who dressed my wounds 
eery morning, whilo I was at 
tho Jubilee quarantine station. The 
change from Albert Head to the Jubilee 
was like going into a now world. In the 
furmer place, and particularly at the com- 
mencement of the outbreak, they had no 
facilities for handling us, but at the Jubilee 
Btrtion there was every thing which we could 
desire. While there we received every 
uttention, and no efforts were spared which 
would add to the comfort of tho patients. 
Plenty c/f good food and even luxuries 
were to he had, and I venture to bay that 
many of the patients, oven thoso who 
grumbled most, had never fared so well in 
their lives before. We had plenty of fresh 
fruit, and sometimes even tobacco. There 
was pleuty of clean underwear always on 



hand, and in abort, everything was done to 
make things pleasant and add to our com- 
fort. One noticeable feature was that while 
many church members were confined there, 
amongst the visitors who used to come to 
the fence the preachers of the city were 
conspicuous by their absence; in fact, I 
never saw a preacher visiting tlio patients 
the whole time I was there.

WAGES IN CANADA. 

Census Bulletin No. 13, issued by tho 
Department of Agriculture, deals with 
manufactures and wages. Mr. Johnston, 
Statistician, seems to have a good den! of 
troublo in arriving at conclusions entis 
factory to himself, as to the rate of wages 
paid by many manufacturers. The returns 
in some instances sent in by the Commis- 
sioners were so defective as to be absurd ; 
and even after having been sent back to be 
corrected, tho schedules had to ho still fur- 
' liter amended by the compilers of the 
census. This is what Mr. Johnston says : 

"Sometimes whole schedules had to be 
copied out and sent to the euumerater, bo- 
cause lie had neglected to fill in some im- 
portant column. Where, after exhausting 
all means, wo were unable to procure the 
actual figures, wo oither tilled in, in the few 
instances, the averago figures for similar 
establishments in tho district, or let those 
piss, even if obviously inaccurate. This we 
did so as to avoid doing any tbing which 
would seem like raising industries to a pay- 
ing basis, that according to the figures 
given to tho numerator, wcro rapidly rush- 
ing into bankruptcy." 

No doubt the compilers of the census havo 
had their trials, and they seem to be greater 
in dealing with this matter of wages than 
usual. We, however, venture to think that 
tho return? havo not been very greatly 
vitiated by the stupidity of enumerators or 
tho cunning and ignorance of those who pro- 
fessed to give them information. 

We find by the bulletin that there aro in 
the Dominion 75,708 industrial establish- 
ments, 48,748 of which hid been running 
full time during tho year ended April, 
1891, 12,981 h.df time, and 14,030 
■quarter timo. From this we learn 
that 64.3 per cent, of the industrial 
establishments of the country in that year 
worked full time, 16.2 per cent, half time, 
and IS. 5 per cent, worked quarter time. It 
is necessary to bear these facts in mind 
when the rate of wages paid comes to be 
considered. 

The number of hands employed in the 
75,768 establishments was 367,496, and tho 
total sum paid as wages was $09,762,441, 
making the sum received by each employe, 
old and young, male and female, whether 
he or she worked whole time or half time, 
or quarter time, $272. The averago rate 
of wages wa8, in 1881, §233, and the total 
sum paid as wuges in that year was $5!),- 
429,000- These figures show quite a satis- 
factory increase, both as to the gross sum 
paid in wages and the amount paid to each 
employe. The increase of the number of 
employes in ten years is 112,561, in the sum 
paid in wages 540,333,441, and in the rate 
of wages 1 (J per cent. The Dominion Sta- 
tistician makes the increase in the rate of 
wages fully one-filth all round. 

Some of the details given in tho bulletin 
aro quite interesting. We aro told that 
there are !{,.'17.'l hands em ployed in manu- 
facturing agricultural implements, that 
tltoj received, last year, §1,019,521 as 
wages, and that each hand earned SIS!). It 
is satisfactory to know that by far the 
greater number of the machine factories 
worked full tinio. Tho average rato of 
wage* paid to the hands who worked all the 
year round was $195. 

In tho cotton mills of the Dominion, thcro 
wero 2,495 operatives, 1,045 men and 1,450 



women and children. This makes 42 per 
cent, men and 58 per cent, women and 
children. In 1881, the proportion of women 
and children in the cotton factories was 
much greater than it is now. It is a pity 
that tho statistician does not inform us as 
to tho ago of tho children employed in the 
cotton factories. The ovcrago rato of 
wages paid in thoso factories was $280. In 
1881, it was ?227. An increase of 23 per 
cent, in tho rate of wages speaks well for 
this in lustry. 

Very few would suppose that more hands 
are employed in the Hour and grist mills of 
the Dominion than in its cotton factories. 
But such is tho fact. Tho difference in 
favor of the flour mills is noarly one thousand, 
the figures being, respectively, 3,442 and 
2,495. Tho averago wages of a Hour mill 
hand is] $:190. But in mills working full 
time the average is $430, tho aggregate sum 
paid in them being §1.271,854. 

There arc in the foundries and machine 
shops of the Dominion 0,101 employes, re- 
ceiving as wages §2,520,500, equal to S409 
per employe. In 1SS1 tho averago wages 
was §.'172. Full timo employes received an 
average'of §111 last year. 

The boot and shoo industry gives employ- 
ment to 4,400 hands, of whom 3,87S 
worked full time. The average wages 
of full timers was §333, and tho averago 
for all employed was §304. In 1SS1 tho 
average was $263. Here we have an in- 
crease of over 15 per cent. Wo find in the 
bulletin the following list of industries, in 
which tho remuneration of the employes 
has been increased since 1SS1 : —

In only ono of the ten industries of which 
particulars have been given has tho rato of 
wages been stationary, and in only ono has 
it become lo.vor. Confectioners anil bakers 
receivo no more pay than they did ten years 
ago, and the remuneration received by brick 
and tile makers has lowered in that period 
four per cent. 

The shewing made by tho census is en- 
couraging. If tho figures aro correct the 
wages in tho ten instances havo increased 
over 17 per cent. We seo that higher 
wages are paid in tho west than in the east. 
In Ontario, as might bo expected, there is 
the greatest variety of industries, there be- 
ing in that province 257 different kinds of 
industries. In 1SS1 there were only 139. 
In British Columbia there were 75 in 1S91 
against 51 in 1881. 



,1 TAIL TWISTER. 

Tho San Francisco Chroniclo has a pecu- 
liar way of showing its patriotism. It is 
perfectly willing to allow United States 
citizens to be ill-used and in other respects 
injured by the Russian authorities, provided 
a larger number of British subjects are 
treated in the same way. These ure some 
of its remurks on the seizure of the vessels 
in Behring Sea by a Russian cruiser, and 
the inhuman way in which their crews were 
treated by thoso in authority on Russian 
territory : 

" What will England do about the insult 
to her flag and the outrages upon her citi- 
zens ? Simply nothing. The Canadian 
papers will bully and bluster, but England 
will ignore the whole affair. Russia cer- 
tainly will not apologize, and England will 
not seek to forco an apology, so the whole 
matter will probably be allowed to sink into 
oblivion. It is not certain that it would not 
be well for us to take a leaf out of Russia's 
book as to the treatment of seal poachers. 
If we should we should havo more seals 
left." 

There is not a word of sympathy in the 
whole articlo for tho crew and owners of 
the U. S. schooner C. H. White, who were 
treated quite as brutally as were tho crews 
of the British vessels. The Chronicle evi- 
dently believes that the American sealers 
wero used exactly as they deserved, and 
that the American Government should not 
take the least notice of tho outrage upon 
the men, who aro entitled to its protection. 

If American citizens were treated as these 
sealers were, by British authorities, no 
matter what the circumstances might bo, the 
Chronicle would bo fairly bursting with in- 
dignation. Its cry for vengeance would be 
loud and fierce, and it would be kept up for 
months, but as British sealers wero also the 
victims of Russian cruelty and Russian extor- 
tion, the Chronicle ignores the existence of 
tho American sealers. 

Our patriotic contemporary is, we aro quite 
sure, altogether mistaken as to the course 
which the Government of Great Britain 
will pursue in the matter. When the 
American Government attempted to exer- 
cise a sovereignty over the samo sea in a 
much milder way, Great Britain did not 
look on with indifference. It protested and 
protested so emphatically and so reasonably 
that the United States was brought to con- 
sider it right to submit its claims to the 
arbitration of an impartial tribunal. It ia 
much moro likely that Russia will take a 
leaf out of the United States book, than 
that the United States will make a rotro- 
grade movement and imitate tho barbarous 

thods of Russian sailors and civilians in

a station far distant from tho centre of 
authority. 

CONDEMNED. 

Tho Times seems now to be convinced 
that the City Health Officer shirked hit 
duty when he deserted his post when his 
presenco was required iu tho city, and when 
thero was important work to be done. It 
says : " While a case of contagious 
diaeaso remains in tho city, the greatest 
care is necessary, and no precautionary 
measuro can be carried out in tho absence 
of tho official who is alono empowered by 
law to act." Dr. Milne is that official, 
and in the sentence we havo quoted, tho 
Tinies, whether it intended to do so or 
not, reflects upon his conduct in leaving the 
city beforo the hospital wtis empty und the 
smallpox completely stamped out, in tho 
severest pnssiblo manner. It appears that 
Dr. Milne could not employ a substitute to 
do his duty tor him. The law presumes 
that tho City Health Officer will bo at his 
post when ho is needed. So when Dr. 
Milne left the city it wus without a Health 
Officer. Tho Times tells us that the City 
Council have resolved to appoint a Health 
Officer at its next meeting. It 
to bo hoped that tho appointment 
will be a permanent one. Men who under- 
take to perform tho duties of important 
offices should be taught that they cannot at 
their pleasure or convenience shift their 
duties and their responsibilities on to tho 
shoulders of others. Dr. Milne dismissed 
himself. His act in leaving the city while 
there was still work to be done iu driving 
out the smallpox should ho so interpreted 
by the City Council, and the man appointod 
at its next meeting should not be a mere 
locum tenens. 



A CAMPAIGN DOCUMENT. 

Mr. Harrison's letter, accepting the 
nomination for President, reads much more 
like the report of a stump speech than tho 
dignified reply of a statesman occupying 
the highest position in tho Government of u 
great nation. Its tone is boastful, and it is 
full of controversial matter. The bid fi r 
votes is apparent in every ono of its para 
graphs. 

The work which the President attempts 
to do in this letter of acceptance 
could be more appropriately and much 
belter done by tho campaign orators. In 
fact, it would appear that tho President has 
but little faith in the ability of the advo 
cates of the Republican cause in the country, 
and that bo has written this letter with 
tho intention of supplying them with 
matter ft* their speeches. 

The letter contains nothing that is now, or 
has the appearance of being new. Tho stock 
arguments of his party arc reproduced, not, 
we should say, in the most attractive man- 
ner. Every one has heard before what he 
says about the currency, about the ad vautago 
of subsidising steamships, about reciprocity 
and about protection. They are tho themes 
of thousands of newspaper articles and huu 
dreds of election addresses. \ 

We shall, no doubt, seo this letter des 
cribed as "able" by the Republican editors 
because it is an echo of what tho most popu 
lnr men of their party have said on the 
questions at issue in this electoral campaign. 
But they will search through it in vain for 
one original idea, or for even one happy 
expression. The able men of M 
Harrison's party will not, wo venture to 
predict, quote much of the letter of accept 
ance in their campaign speeches. 

That letter, however, shows that he is 
completely at one with tho extreme protec 
tionists of the United States. Ho is clearly 
bidding for their votes, and ho will be cer- 
tain to got them. It is, too, a challenge to 
the tariff reformers, whether they are Demo 
crats or Mugwumps or Republicans. Th< 
President has thrown down the gauntlet to 
them and they will, no duubt, take it up, 
He is perfectly frank and outspoken, and 
may be said to court the opposition of those 
who differ with him in opinion.

The Dread Panther. 

Mr. Edward II. Forrest is down from 
McPherson's station, and reports that tho 
panther is getting in somo very fine work 
there. Until recently cattle raising was 
tho chief industry of tho settlers in the 
district, but of late they have taken on to 
sheep. With the introduction of the lleecy 
quadrupeds panthers have become destruct- 
ively numerous, within the past few months 
nearly 100 sheep having been destroyed. 
Mr. Forrest had an interview with Hon. 
Theodore Davie yesterday, with the object 
of having the head-tax on panthers increas- 
ed, and received the assurance that the mat- 
ter would receive the serious consideration 
of the government. So persistent have been 
tho attacks of the panthers that settlers are 
obliged to bring in their sheep every night 
to the fold. Fifteen representatives of the 
panther family have been killed within the 
past few months, but still they appear to 
be more numerous and destructive than 
ever. Among the losses of recent date have 
been G. Lewis. 11 sheep; Jus. Nightingale, 
12; Win. Robertson, .S ; Thos. Calvin, 7; 
Donald Stewart, If; and Walter Ford, 12, 
A public meeting is to he held at MoPh ar- 
son's on Saturday evening next, tho object 
of which is to organize for tho destruction 
of the panther, and if necessary to subsidize 
the government grant for the destruction of

Coroner Hasell yesterday held an inquest 
on the remains of the late Bobert H. Ward, 
wdio died suddenly on Monday. Tho testi- 
mony of Mr. Buckan, a boarder at the Al- 
bion hotel, where the death occurred, was 
taken. It was to tho effect that he heard a 
fall, and on investigating found Mr. Ward 
lying on the floor gasping for breath. Wit- 
ness and Mrs. Ward picked him up and laid 
him on a couch. lie expired almost imme- 
diately. Tho deceased had often complained 
of a pain in the head, but never of any 
trouble in the region of the heart. The day 
of his death he hud appeared rather brighter 
than usual.

Mo- 
Mantis, and H. Courtney, brought in a ver- 
dict that " Death resulted from the rupture 
of the main artery of the heart."

3Iistory of r tlio Project— What 'it is 
Possible for it to Ac- 
complish. 

Tho Great Need of Such au Under- 
taking to Canada and the 
Empire. 



(From the Canadian Gnr.otto.) 
At Ottawa, list week, Sir George Dibbs 
is reported to have testified moat emphati- 
cally to the value of direct cable communi- 
cation botween Australia and Canada, and 
his remarks may fairly be taken, wo hope, 
to represent a growing feeling at tho An- 
tipodes. It is matter for regret that this 
subject, though finding a plaeo on tho 
agenda paper, did not come up lor practical 
discussion at the receut Congress of Cham- 
bers of Commerco of tho Empire. In the 
absence of Sir George Baden-Powell, in 
whose name stood a resolution in favor of 
"the extension ot direct telegraphic com- 
munication between tho component parts of 
tho British Empire," neither this proposi- 
tion nor the proposal of tho Montreal 
Chamber that tho Imperial and Colonial 
Governments concerned should be asked to 
assist in tho immediate construction of a 
direct cable 

BETWEEN CANADA AND AUSTRALIA 

could be submitted for debate. Mr. Sand- 
ford Fleming has, however, to some extent, 
mado good this omission. He has issued in 
pamphlet form an open letter, addressed to 
Sir John Lubbock, in which he has most 
usefully embodied some of the leading con- 
siderations with respect to the commercial 
aspects of the subject. 

The question, it is needless to say, is by 
no means a new one. It was brought for- 
ward by Mr. Saudford Fleming himself at 
the Colonial Conference of 1887, and though 
its uoUikI tangible progress since then may 
have been small, the intervening years have 
witnessed many developments which 
strengthen a case already extremely strong. 
And of some of these points tho pamphlet 
under notice usefully reminds us. It is 
more universally admitted to-day than ever 
it was that cablo connections facilitate and 
stimulate commercial intercourse.' Ten 
submarine c.ibles arc now in constant u.-e 
for communication across the Atlantic; and 
"already," says Mr. Sandfoid Fleming, 
" more than £1,000 per day are spent in 
telegraphic communication between tho 
United Kingdom and the Australasian col- 
onics alone." Moreover, of the 1l'."i,ooo 
miles of ocean cablo now in existence, at 
least 90, tOO miles uro owned and

i'. Canada and Australia, though 
uctunlly fcepaiatod from each n'hui' by only 
the Pacific Ucean, are telegraphically sepa- 
rated by but little short of the whole cir- 
cumference of the globe. And this is the 
moro remarkable when it is recollected that 
both colonies have growing interests upon 
the Pacific ; botli will sooner or later become 
great powers in the Pacific ; and both look 
forward to increased commercial inter- 
course with each other. At present tele- 
graphic rates between the two are almost 
prohibitive ; with a cable across the 
Pacific they could be reduced to 
the lowest possible figure. The benefits 
conferred by such a cable would, however, 
not be confined to Canada and Australia. 
In 1887 Mr. Sandford Fleming showed that 
the Pacific lino would offer a much cheaper 
service for messages between Great Britain 
and Australasia than is afforded by any ex- 
isting route. True, the rates by the eastern 
routes have since been reduced fifty per 
cent— a reduction which has been promptly 
followed by a great increase in the volume 
of business. Yet, Mr. Sandfoid Fleming's 
calculations, which have never, we believe, 
been seriously disputed, give a rate per 
word of little mote than one-half of the 
present reduced rates. 

Scarcely less important — as we have again 
end again uiged — would be the value of a 
Pacific cable in connection with 

TRADE I'KOTKOTION 

in times of war. In any such national 
emergency all authorities agreo that the 
telegraph would bo one of the most effective 
means of giving security to the commerce of 
the empire. But the effectiveness of this 
help would largely depend upon the com- 
pleteness and safety of the telegraphic ser- 
vice itself. And it is obvious that a Pacific 
cable would be far removed from the 
" political storm centres " of the European 
continent, would have land connections 
passing entirely over British soil, and would 
pass for the most part through seas whose 
depth would render its destruction ex- 
tremely difficult. The strategic value of 
Euch a line of communication was indeed 
amply recognized at the Colonial Conference 
in 1887, and in itself forms strong ground 
for the aid sought for from both the Imper- 
ial and Colonial governments. Since 1887, 
the practicability of the route has been 
tested and proved by the nautical survey 
that the Admiralty was induced to under- 
take. The one thing now essential is cordial 

FINANCIAL CO-OPERATION 

on the part of the respective governments. 
Canada, as our readers are well aware, bus 
on her part indicated her willingness to ex- 
tend substantial support to the scheme; and 
in other ways she has done so much towards 
Imperial consolidation that she may fairly 
claim some right to press forward this 
matter of cable extension. It is unfortunate 
that circumstances have caused the post- 
ponement of the projected mission from the 
Dominion to the Australasian Colonies for 
the discussion of this and kindred subjects. 
But Mr. Sandfoid Fleming's pamphlet 
should certainly assist in keeping before the 
public mind, alike in this country, Canada, 
and Australia, the need for an addition to 
our telegraph system, which would fill a 
great and serious gap, and would do much 
towards bringing every part of tho Empire 
within easy electric touch. 



DANIEL DOUGHERTY. 

Death of the SIlver-Tongued Orator of ivuu- 
sylvania-His Political Record. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. G.— Daniel Dough- 
erty, the silver-tongued orator, died at his 
residence in this city shortly after 2 o'clock, 
yesterday afternoon. Mr. Dougherty's 
death was duo to nervous prostration which 
affected his brain. He has been ill for sev- 
eral months past, but was recently thought 
to bo recovering by the attending physician. 
A change for the worse caino last night, 
and he sank steadily until death resulted. 
Only the immediate members of the family 
were present, including his son I). Webster 
Dougherty, the well known attorney. Dan- 
iel Dougherty was born in Philadelphia, 
December 15, 1SI2U. While a child his 
mother died and his father married again. 
It wus then that young Daniel left home 
and began his career. His early life was a 
series of battles for existence. In bis 18th 
year ho made his real start in life by enter- 
ing tho law offices of William and Samuel 
badger. Two years after ho became pro- 
minent ns a democratic speechniaker, and 
in 1849 ho was elected to the bur. In 1SG0 
he Wds the acknowledged leader of the 
Douglas party in tiiis city. 

In the presidential election that placed 
Lincoln in tho White house for the first 
term the Douglas party in Philadelphia 
I polled nearly 9,000 votes, which was largely 
due to Mr. Dougherty's earnest efforts. In 
the beginning of 1801, at a public meetin 
in this city, Mr. Dougherty prepared the 
first resolution ever passed in favor of coer 
cion against secession. In lSG'J the Union 
league club was founded with 300 members, 
one of whom was Daniel Dougherty. Mr. 
Dougherty delivered in 1859 an addr ess on 
" Fears for the Future of the Republic," 
before tho literary societies of Lafayette 
college. The utterances of the great orator 
on that occasion, prophetic as they proved 
caused widespread comment all over the 
work'., and Sir Edward Buhver-Lytton was 
so impressed by them that he quoted and 
commented on them in the House of Com- 
mons. When the army of the confederacy 
in 1863 invaded Pennsylvania and threaten- 
ed Philadelphia, the friends of secession 
placarded the name of Daniel Dougherty 
with the names of other prominent union- 
ists, but the patriotic orator continued his 
zealous work unmolested. 

The nomination of Tilden in 1 
brought Mr. Dougherty once more to the 
defense of the Democratic stand, and In 
warmly advocated the election of his party 'i 
nominee. The same year he Was nominated 
for congress by the Democrats, but declined 
to run. The last prominent uppearace of 
the great orator on the political platform 
was in 188S, when at the state convention 
of New York ho nominated Grover Cleve- 
land. The nomination was carried by ac- 
clamation by the convention, and Mr. 
Dougherty's effort on that occasion was said 
to have been one of the most brilliant of his 
life. He married, in 1853, a Philadelphia 
lady, and their union was blessed with six 
children, four sons and two daughters. One 
of his eons, D. Webster Dougherty, was as- 
sociated with his father in the law business. 
In Catholic circles Mr. Dougherty stood 
prominent, and occasionally wrote articles 
in defense of his religion and in reply to 
articles antagonistic to the Roman Catholic 
church.

A nephew of 
the deceased got the largest slice of it, but 
William Henry's portion amounts to about

CHEAP FAKES. 

Col. Shr-pnrd's Plan to Ensure Large Attend 
ancc of the Working Classes at 
Chicago. 

CHICAGO, Sept. (i. — The Western Passen 
ger Association is holding a meeting, to-day 
to discuss the rates to Chicago on the 
dedication of tho World's Fair buildings in 
October, and considering the advisability of 
appointing committees from tin' other p 
senger associations on the same subject. It 
is probable a one fare rate for the rouni 
trip will be agreed upon. This course i 
almost sure to end in a rate war, similar to 
those which look place on the occasion of 
the Encampment of Knights Templar at 
Denver and the Pythians at Kansas City, 
and railroad officials are casting about to 
rind some means of establishing harmony 
during the six months that the fair w ill 
remain open. Ji ha-: been BUggestcd that 
some such Bchemo as tli.it proposed by 
Col. Elliott F. Shepard, of the New Y 
Mail and lixpresa, Bhould be submitted 
to the different associations in the west 
Col. Shepard proposes that the railroads 
notify tho Inter-state commerce Commission 
of a new subdivision or grade of passenger 
traffic to be known as the " workingmon's 
class." Kutes would be established as they 
now are for first and second class passen- 
gers, except that they would be much lower. 
The plan is that the railroads shall figure 
just how far they can move a train of a 
given niimher of cars, with all seats occu- 
pied, for 90 cents per passenger, These 
trains are not to be subjected to any charge 
for interest on invested capital, salaries of 
executive officers, advertising, taxes or tin: 
numerous other charges toward the payment 
of which all regular trains now con- 
tribute. The cost of running these trains 
would include only the actual wages of 
trainmen, fuel, oil, and the printing of 
tickets. Having ascertained bow many 
miles a train could bo transported on this 
basis at the rate of !)() cents each passenger, 
Col. Shepard proposes that 10 cents should 
be added for injury to rolling stock, profit, 
etc., and that the fare to Chicago should bo 
one dollar, multiplied by the number of 
times tho mileage is greater than the num- 
ber that could be covered for 00 cents for 
each passenger. Several prominentrailroad 
men in the East are figuring on Col. Shep- 
ard's plan, and it is reliably stated that one 
or two roads arc nearly ready to announce 
conclusions, justifying the statement that 
the plan is the greatest ono conceiv- 
ed for cheap transportation for working- 
men. It ia believed that rales can be mado 
that will ensure the preBenco at the fair of 
fully two-thirds the entiro population of tho 
country.

six Irish bora ; twenty-eight Germans, 
second generation, lifty-three German born ; 
thrco uro second English generation, six 
English horn ; bix Scotch second gener- 
ation, three Scotch born ; six French 
Canadian second generation, nine French- 
Canadian first generation ; and six 
of other foreign birth. It further appears 
that out of every (assumed) thousand of in - 
temperate voters, live hundred and forty 
were venal ; in every thousand drunkards, 
seven hundred and ninety were venal ; in 
every thousand shiftless, ull were venal ; in 
every thousand total abstainers, three hun- 
dred and forty-two were venal ; while in 
every thousand temperate voters, forty-five 
only were venal. This latter is, again, a 
case where the uctuul numbers represented 
on the side of the total abstainers may be 
so small as to give misleading percentages. 
The final fuel is, however, liable to no such 
correction. Out of every thousand voters 
known to have been arrested or imprisoned 
■—chiefly for drunkenness and its attendant 
crimes— seven hundred and seventy-eight 
were venal. . 

The decaying towns have more venality 
than the others, and the prices range higher. 
There are wards in every city und district 
in every growing town where there ia as 
much or nearly us much corruption as in 
any of the country towns. l!ut in general 
I think it will bo found that where the soil 
is poorest, money most rare, the conditions 
of life least foVorable to enterprise and men- 
tal activity, there is more bribery — and this 
in spite of the fact that there 
is mine drunkenness, though perhaps 
not mere intemperance, in the city. 
Au estimate of the aggregate venality in 
the entire State gives 20,. SO-! purchasable 
voters. ] am in no position to affirm the 
absolute accuracy of this estimate, simply 
because my facts are only lrom one-eighth 
of the towns in three of the eight counties. 
But if analysis of samples taken without 
selection from the whole ia ever conclusive 
concerning the entire mass, I see not why 
this may not he called u fairly reliable esti- 
mate. And surely 20,0(10 would allow a 
sufficiently wide martin for possible error. 
—Prof. .J. J. McOoof, in September Forum.

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

Judgment Discharging a Prisoner Held for 
an Alleged Violation of the Law. 

In a proceeding to enforce the Chinese ex- 
clusion act United States Commissioner 
ICiefer last week convicted Chin Tuong 
Look of being unlawfully in the United 
States. An appeal was taken by Chin's 
attorneys before Judge Hanford of the 
United States district court, who reversed 
tho decision and discharged the prisoner. 
Tho opinion follows, in full: " The defend- 
ant was arrested on his arrival ut the city 
of Seattle from Vancouver, 15. C, and after 
a hearing before James Kiefer, one of tho 
commissioners of tho circuit court, ho was 
adjudged to be a Chinese person not law- 
fully entitled to enter the United States or 
to remain therein, und ordered to be sent 
back to China. By an appeal he has secur- 
ed a new trial in this court. 

"The evidence is very clear and satisfac- 
tory, and establishes the following us tho 
material facts: The defendant formerly 
lived in Seattle, and while here he acquired 
a one fifth interest as u member of a firm 
called the (jee Lee company: said firm bus 
maintained a mercantile establishment in 
Seattle continuously for nearly 18 years; 
the business of the firm is importing, buy- 
ing Bud selling groceries and all kinds of 
goods used by the Chinese people, and it is 
now doing a business amounting from §40, ■ 
000 to 500,000 per annum; the defendant 
returned to China six or seven years ago, 
but retained his interest in the t!ce Lee 
company, and hua received from time to 
lime his dividends from the profits of said 
business. I understand tho commissioner 
to have held that, by returning to bis 
domicile of origin and remaining there over 
six yeart the defendant surrendered his 
right to claim a domicile in this country. 

Conceding this to be true, still by main- 
taining a mercantile establishment he has a 
commercial domicile here, which, according 
to my understanding of the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the easo of Lau Ow liew 
vs. the United States, M l U. S., 47, is suf- 
ficient to entitle him to. come and go freely 
ns any other merchant mny. In that caso 
Chief Justice Fuller says: "Wo uro of 
the opinion that it was not intended that 
commercial domicile should bo forfeited by 
temporary absence at the domicile of origir., 
nor that resident merchants should bo sub- 
jected to loss of rights guaranteed by treaty, 
if they failed to produce from the domicile 
of origin that evidence which residence in 
the domicile of choice may have rendered it 
difficult if not impossible to obtain ;" and, 
as wo said in considering the application of 
this petitioner for the writ of certiorari (141 
U. S., 583-588), we do not think that the 
decision of this court in Wan Shing vs. the 
United States (1-10 U. S. 424), ruled any- 
thing to the contrary of the conclusions 
herein expressed. As there pointed out, 
Wan Shing was not a merchant, hut a 
laborer ; he hud acquired no commercial 
domicile in this country, and whatever 
domicile he had acquired, if any, ho hud 
forfeited by departure and absence for seven 
years, with no apparent intention of return- 
ing. 

Evidently the phrase " commercial domi- 
cile " was selected and used intention- 
ally by Chief Justice Puller for the purpose 
of conveying the idea that the rule which 
that decision affirms is broader than would 
be necessary to merely t pen a w-.y for the 
ingress and egress of those Chinese mer- 
chants who personally dwell continuously 
within the country. Blunder's definition of 
commercial domicile is as follows : ' There 
may be a commercial domicile acquired by 
maintenance of a commercial establishment 
in a country, in relation to transactions con- 
nected with such establishment ' — 1 Bou- 
vier's Law Dictionary, loth Ed. 557. It is 
my conclusion, therefore, that the commis- 
sioner's decision should he reversed and 
that tho defendant is entitled to be dis- 
charged.
